A new species of IsCpanthopsis (Cogn.) Ames, a na-

genus in its conspicuously acuminate sepals, has appeared 
among collections made in 192*2 by Ellsworth 1\ Killip. 

Lepanthopsis is a genus of exceptional interest. In 
its vegetative organs it suggests Eepanthes: in the gen¬ 
eral aspect of the flowers it recalls Pleurotlmllis, but in 
its generative structures it leans strongly toward that 



of Stelis which is distinguished by having tht 
stigmatic lobes widely separated.
